Whether War or Peace 


N the stationery of the California Walnut 

Growers Association, C. Thorpe, of Los 
Angeles, has addressed to Lt. Gen. John L. 
DeWitt and to Gov. Culbert Olson a letter set- 
ting forth able arguments for the reopening of 
racing in southern California. The brief is based 
chiefly upon such considerations as taxes, control 
of inflation, relief funds, availability of other con- 
venient sites for Army use, discrimination against 
racing as compared with other sports, rationing 
ot transportation facilities, and economic urgency. 
It was very good work on Mr. Thorpe’s part, and 
we cite his opening paragraphs here not to quar- 
rel with chem, but to draw a distinction which, 
though it is perhaps recognized in principle, is 
being ignored in practice. 

The farmers in California alone have an invest- 
ment of over fifty million dollars in their Thorough- 
bred horse breeding establishments. Under existing 
conditions each and every one of these breeders is 
losing money—lots of money. 

Since December 7 the sales value of Thoroughbred 
horses has dropped to less than a fifth of their former 
worth, and this during a period when the prices of 
other agricultural products have advanced 20 per 
cent. 

This situation is even worse than complete confis- 
cation of the farmers’ capital because with confisca- 
tion losses stop. Under the existing condition they 
continue as long as an optimistic operator can 
finance his losses through borrowing. 

This deplorable condition has come about entirely 
because the big racing plants in southern California 
have been closed. Thus, the hundreds of California 
race horse owners must also quit business or operate 
at a heavy loss, so they are no longer in the market 
for the product of the breeders. 

The suggestion here is that the war—in this in- 
stance one of the specific wartime policies—is 
“entirely” responsible for the state of the Thor- 
oughbred market. This attitude—-of recognizing 
the effects of war without recognizing the effects 
of other intiuences—-is becoming more general 
than the merits of the case can be made to justify. 

The average American Thoroughbred breeder 
seems to be saying to himself: “The war is the 
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cause of low prices. The war cannot last forever. 
When the war is over things will be much better, 
prices will be much higher. I shall keep all the 
Thoroughbred breeding stock I can afford. When 
the war is over I shall sell stock at high prices.”’ 

This is sensible policy— if sensibly qualified. Up 
to now, American breeders as a group have shown 
little indication of accepting the necessary qualifi- 
cations. First, the war is not the sole cause of 
low prices. Supply haa outrun demand in peace- 
time. The tremendous expansion of breeding had 
made inevitable a period of low prices, whether 
for war or peace. 

The fact that the war will end sometime brings 
no assurance of high prices for Thoroughbreds at 
that time, whenever it is. We now have low 
prices the country over despite the thriving con- 
dition of racing and the stimulated condition of 
the country in general. The end of the war will 
not be the end of problems or of fear, nor will it 
be the beginning of prosperity for all. There is 
no possibility of a set-up in which all, or even a 
majority, of Thoroughbred breeders can be as- 
sured a profit. Large investments bring no cer- 
tainty of large returns. This is a game in which 
only those who breed the good horses deserve a 
profit. (These things are obvious--which may be 
the reason they are being overlooked. ) 

A steadfast and peculiar loyalty to the breed 
appears to motivate breeders when they are faced 
with a problem of this sort. They seem to con- 
sider it a breach of good faith, an admission of 
weakness in the face of adversity, if they reduce 
their holdings of Thoroughbred breeding stock, or 
even if they sell mares without pedigree. Yet 
they must reduce their holdings of breeding 
stock, they must sell mares without pedigree, if 
their loyalty is to be justified in the end. 

If it hurts to recognize such things, let it hurt 
now. Postponement will simply prolong the pain. 
Let it be remembered that not war and peace, but 
supply and demand, make the Thoroughbred mar- 
ket. War can ruin it, of course, but peace can re- 
store it only if we have curtailed breeding.

Notes on Keeneland 


ETTING sand while the getting was good, 

Keeneland has added a good deal to the 
cushion of the racing strip, which is deeper than 
it has been at earlier meetings. his confused 
the horseplayers for a while, since horses which 
like soft tracks were exceptionally well suited by 
the going, and those which have to run “on top 
of the ground” had their difficulties. Bettors got 
the range cn the third day, however, and began 
a run of winning favorites that stretched to 
seven. For the first week 36 per cent of favorites 
won, but for the last three days of it the per- 
centage was 45. The loose cushion had the 
jockeys guessing a little, too, because they ap- 
parently couldn’t decide whether to stay on the 
rail or not. Most of them didn’t. 


Speaking of jockeys, the riding has been the 
cleanest this bystander has seen for awhile. Dur- 
ing the first week there wasn’t a suspension or 
a fine, or any noticeable need of any. Possibly 
the disinclination to get over near the rail had 
something to do with this, though on opening day 
Eddie Wielander was detected in the act of ac- 
tually trying to pull his mount, *Moscow II, off 
of Technician, which was about to be squeezed 
on the inside. The lugging in was strictly the 
horse’s idea, but Wielander managed to keep him 
far enough out for Technician to get through and 
win, whereat this bystander began to suspect 
somebody had been monkeying with his glasses. 
Possibly another explanation of the clean riding 
is the fact that except for Johnny Longden, who 
would rather ride than walk any day, Jack 
Adams, and a few others, there aren't many of 
the big names among Keeneland’s jockeys. 


While this congratulatory mood is on, and be- 
fore this onlooker reverts to his customary busi- 
ness of giving somebody hell, a note should be 
entered regarding the performance of Starter 
Carl Burns, who was originally cast for the po- 
sition of assistant starter, or understudy. With 
Reuben White tied up until October 17 at Haw- 
thorne, Starter Burns worked the first half of 
the meeting. A horse or two refused to come 
out of the gate on signal, but in the first place 
they were old offenders at this business, and in 
the second the starter can’t do very much about 
this anyway. With these exceptions, horsemen, 
officials, and even a few non-technical bystanders 
were surprised and pleased to see field after field 
come out of the gate with a precision which 
would have done credit to a cavalry show. This 
spectator, although never much for progress, 
couldn’t help remembering the day when, given 
that a horse did behave himself at a barrier, all 
he got was to be used as something to prop bad 
actors against. Starter Burns didn’t fool around 
with his fields either; they were off fast but they 
were off together. 


One of the most interesting races during the 
first week was the six-furlong affair that brought 
Blue Delight and Miss Dogwood together. The 
Blue Larkspur filly looked extremely light in the

The Quarter Horse 
Early Days 


By John L. O'Connor 


OHN H. WALLACE, in his great work The 

Horse of America, quotes a Mr. J. F. D. Smith 
who made an extended tour of the Colonies, es- 
pecially Virginia, before the Revolutionary War. 
In speaking of quarter racing Smith said: 


In the southern part of the colony and in N. C., 
they are much attached to Quarter Racing, which is 
always a match between two horses to run one 
quarter of a mile straight out, but merely an ex- 
ertion of speed; and they have a breed that per- 
form it with an astonishing velocity, beating every 
other (breed) with great ease, but they have no 
bottom. However, I am confident that there is not 
a horse in England, nor perhaps in the whole world, 
that can excel them in rapid speed; and these like- 
wise make excellent saddle horses for the road. 


To which Wallace observes that “Mr. Smith 
speaks of these heavily muscled horses as a 
‘breed,’ which expression I suppose is intended 
to be used in a restricted sense. In the many gen- 
erations of horses that would necessarily succeed 
each other in a century in the hands of a people 
so devotedly fond of racing, it is merely an exer- 
cise of common sense, among barbarous as well 
as civilized people all over the world, to ‘breed 
to the winner.’ In this way, and without any 
infusion of outside blood there would be improve- 
ment in the strength and fleetness of all animals 
bred for the quarter path.” 

Still quoting Wallace: “The importation of 
English race horses to this side of the water com- 
menced about the year 1750, and that being the 
middle of the century it is easy to remember the 
date when the line was drawn between the old 
and the new elements appearing on the race 
course. Of those brought over about that time, 
Janus became the progenitor of a tribe of very 
fast Quarter Horses, and though he did not 
found that tribe he doubtless improved it.” 

In Skinner’s The American Farmer of the 
eighteen-twenties may be found a word picture 
of Janus by the author of Annals of the Turf: 

“Although Janus partook of every cross in his 
pedigree calculated for the distance turf horse, 
yet his stock were more remarkable for speed 
than bottom. Janus, from his shoulders back, 
was considered the most perfectly formed horse 
ever seen in Virginia, by the most skillful con- 
noisseurs; he was remarkable for roundness of 
contour, strength of articulation, and indicating 
great powers in his whole conformation. 

“His stock partook of these qualities in an emi- 
nent degree, and for thirty or forty years they 
were considered as a ‘peculiar stock,’ as they in- 
variably exhibited even in the third and fourth 
generations from the old horse the same com- 
pactness of form, strength, and power. The 
Janus stock have exceeded all others in the 


United States for speed, durability and general 
uniformity of good form.” 

P. N. Edgar’s American Race-Turf Register, 
published 1833, cites over a hundred horses and 
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mares of Janus stock, some to the fourth genera- 
tion, many of “in-and-in’” breeding. He further 
identifies their racing importance with the letters 
F. A. Q. R.--famous American quarter racer. 


John Randolph of Roanoke, in American Turf 
Register, v. 1, p. 462, wrote: “Among the vulgar 
errors, perhaps the most absurd is that the stock 
of Old Janus wanted bottom. This arose from 
his getting the speediest quarter horses out of 
ordinary mares. The FASTEST were out of 
half bred, or three parts bred Jolly Roger or Fear- 
nought mares. Whenever he had blood mares, 
he got horses that ran any distance.” 

A. J. Davie, Am. T. R. v. 1, p. 582, wrote: “He 
(Janus) was the sire of many distinguished quar- 
ter or short distance horses. His stock were han- 
dy, handsome, small-boned, with heavy but short 
muscles; it was utterly impossible to have that 
stride and action necessary to form a first rate 
distance horse. .. .” 

Dr. John B. Irving, the erudite historian of 
The Turf in South Carolina, states in part: “Be- 
fore the year 1754, the horses most regarded in 
South Carolina for the draft or the saddle were 
known as Chickasaw breed. This was a stock of 
horses originally introduced into Florida by the 
early Spanish. ‘They were in general well- 
formed, active and easily kept, but small. The 
mares seldom exceeded thirteen and a half hands; 
but being remarkable for their muscular develop- 
ment and great endurance, when crossed with the 
imported thorough-bred, produced animals of 
great beauty, strength, and fleetness, improving 
tnereby the stock of the country in a very great 
degree.’ ”’ 

From my own collection of personally exhumed 
notes on Racing in S. C., 1734-1774, the following 
is submitted in support of Dr. Irving’s mention 
of the “Chickasaw breed”: 


(1763, Dec. 3, S. C. Gazette) 
Last Thursday a great sweepstakes was run for, 
round the Course at Edmondsburg, Ashepoo, the 


best of three heats, by horses, etc., which came in 
as follows:

Bonny Jane, rising 5 years old leak 
Mr. Gibbes’ Buzzard (quarter part English 

bleod)

The last heat afforded excellent sport, as the 


jockies whipped from start to ending post. 


All the foregoing items merely develop the re- 
vealed fact tnat quarter racing was an approved 
sport, in Virginia at least, for nigh onto a cen- 
tury before the advent of English “blood-horses.” 
We know that horsekind was no novelty to the 
early emigrants who had to but catch, or make 
trade with the Indians, the stock ranging the 
coastal territory from Florida northward. This 
wild stock was not a native original, but of Span- 
ish origin—-and Spanish horses were for the most 
part Barbs. Now the Godolphin “Arabian” was 
not an Arabian—he was a Barb. *Janus was a 
grandson of Godolphin. *Janus “nicked” well 
with the Chickasaw stock. Were these “nicks” 
chance, or examples of “like produces like?” 

In consideration of the personally known fact 
that cattlemen of the Southwest destroyed to the 
point of extermination the wild horses that once 
ranged the plains (oh! not so long ago), is it a 
fair question to ask if any of that blood still re- 
mains? If not, why attempt the fuss and bother 
attending a Quarter Horse Stud Book ?

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MARYLAND 
Laurel Park 


HE present week is the last full one for the 

Laurel Park meeting, though there will be 
two days of racing in the following week, before 
racing in Maryland moves down to Pimlico at 
Baltimore. Both the Washington Handicap and 
Selima Stakes are up for decision, as well as a 
steeplechasing stakes event. 

Whirlaway and Alsab are eligible to the Wash- 
ington Handicap, a $15,000 event at 114 miles, 
but it is doubtful if both will start. Whirlaway, 
which seems likeliest to go, is in with 130 pounds, 
four over scale. Alsab has 123, three over scale, 
so that Whirlaway is giving him one pound. He 
is a promised starter for the Pimlico Special on 
October 28, however, and it is improbable that he 
will have two such hard races only four days 
apart, though of course Alsab has not been ex- 
actly babied. In the Washington also are River- 
land, which will have 118 pounds, Challedon 
(117), Valdina Orphan (3, 114), and others. If 
Whirlaway starts it will probably be with Jack 
Westrope in the saddle, for George Woolf is under 
contract to W. L. Brann, and will be on either 
Challedon or Pictor. Vagrancy, Tola Rose, Boysy, 
Rosetown, Thumbs Up, and *King’s Abbey are 
also among the nominations. 

The Selima, run also on October 24, has 81 
eligibles from an original list of 406, and among 
these are comparatively few of the season’s more 
prominent 2-year-old fillies, though Fad and 
Ringmenow are eligible. Since the sex has been 
tested little at the Selima distance of 114, miles, 
however, it is usually an open race. Profits from 
the October 24 program will go to racing’s fund 
for war relief, and officials hope to raise the 
$25,000 that the track has pledged. The sum will 
be made up by the track, however, if it falls 
short. 


Elkridge Again 


The twelfth Governor Ogle Steeplechase Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, about two 
miles) which was run at Laurel Park on October 
14 appeared, for a time, as if it were going to be 
the race of the year for steeplechasers. G. H. 
Bostwick’s “Cottesmore, recent winner of the 
valuable Grand National, was nominated, as were 
Mrs. F. A. Clark’s Bath, leading ‘chaser in the 
spring and early summer campaigns, and Kent 
Miller’s Elkridge, one of the season’s most con- 
sistent jumpers. Among the top performers only 
Rokeby Stable’s Mandingham was absent. But 
Bath struck himself while schooling at Pimlico 
and was retired for the season. Then *Cottes-

more was withheld from the overnight entries 
because of a heavy rain which made the going 
very slippery.

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with the race at his mercy. He won as he pleased 
by eight lengths after being held off the pace for 
the first mile. Second was Rokeby Stable’s Red- 
lands (139), which had been among the first two 
during the entire race. He was eight lengths 
ahead of Mrs. Van Lear Black’s Strolling On 
(133). Montpelier’s Rouge Dragon (135) was 
fourth. L. B. Mayer’s Ossabaw (139) lost his 
rider at the tenth fence. Time, 4:18%5, track 
heavy. Stakes division, $3,300, $700, $300, $100. 


The Governor Ogle was Elkridge’s fourth stakes 
success this year. In two years he has started 
18 times, won five races, finished second four 
times, third once, and earned $21,425. Particu- 
lars of his pedigree appeared in THE BLOop-

Colts Beat Vagrancy Again 


Belair Stud’s Vagrancy (117), by far the best 
oi the 3-year-old fillies, had started 19 times be- 
fore the Maryland Handicap ($7,500 added, 3- 
year-olds, 114 miles) at Laurel Park on October 
1/, and 15 of her starts have been with fillies and 
mares her only opposition. Her other starts, 
against colts, were in the Lawrence Realization, 
Empire City dandicap, Butler Handicap, and an 
allowance race at Jamaica early in the season. 
The best she could do against the colts was a sec- 
ond to Alsab in the Realization, with nothing of 
much class behind her. Marylanders, however, 
thought she could finally beat the colts in the 
Maryland Handicap and established her as a 65- 
to-100 favorite. The daughter of *Sir Gallahad 
III found the slow track not to her liking, never 
settled into her best stride, and finished up the 
track. 


Christiana Stable’s *Half Crown (105) was the 
first to show in front but gave way to Hal Price 
Headley’s Equinox (104) on entering the back 
stretch. The Equipoise gelding held a short lead 
over *Half Crown and L. B. Mayer’s Thumbs Up 
(113) until the stretch was reached. George 
Woolf sent Thumbs Up after the leader, caught 
him before the furlong-pole was reached, and 
lasted to beat the challenge of Mrs. D. B. Mil- 
ler’s Incoming (111) by a head. Incoming had 
been heid well back for three-quarters and then 
came with a rush in the final drive and nearly 
caught ..umbs Up. Two and a half lengths 
farther back, in third place, came Equinox, five 
lengths ahead of Vagrancy. In order followed 
Aletern (109), Grey Wing (110), and *Half 
Crown. Time, :23°%4, :4745, 1:1245, 1:39%5, 
2:0625, track slow. Stakes division, $6,250, $1,500, 
$750, $350.

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Alquest, Drudge, Vincentive 


In the Maryland Futurity W. L. Brann’s Vin- 
centive, tabbed as the best colt to have been 
foaled at his owner’s Glade Valley farm since 
Challedon, scored a runaway victory, negotiating 
the six furlongs in 1:11% for a new time record 
for the stakes. His next appearance was in the 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins Stakes ($5,000 added, 2- 
year-olds, 1144, miles) on October 17 at Laurel 
Park. Loyal Marylanders, who like nothing bet- 
ter than to have a good home-bred to wager on, 
made him a 75-to-100 favorite. 

Pine Tree Farm’s Drudge (113) went to the 
front at the start, followed by Vincentive (118) 
and A. C. Ernst’s Alquest (114). The Chance Sun 
colt drew out until he was leading by two lengths 
on entering the back stretch and Vincentive was 
three lengths ahead of Alquest. In the run down 
the far stretch Vincentive made up no ground 
while Alquest, ridden by Johnny Gilbert, moved 
up until he was lapped on the Maryland-bred 
going into the far turn. Around the turn Vin- 
centive lost more ground and on entering the 
stretch was third to Drudge and Alquest, and 
showing signs of tiring. He held on until the 
final furlong then was through. Alquest took the 
lead before the furlong-pole was reached and was 
ridden out to win by three lengths from Drudge, 
with the latter two lengths ahead of Vincentive. 
Attendant (113) and Uncle Billies (113) com- 
pleted the field in that order. Time, :24, :4815, 
1:14%5, 1:40%5, track slow.

Bowie 
was given dates for a 15-day meeting originally, 
got an extra day in the fall because weather con- 
ditions forced cancellation of opening day last 
spring. The fall meeting opens November 12, 
closes November 29. 


NEW YORK 


Jamaica 


HE riding at the Jamaica meeting has appar- 

ently been a trifle on the robust side. There 
was a claim of foul in the Interborough Handi- 
cap on opening day, though it was not allowed. 
Then after Riverland finished first in the Con- 
tinental Handicap a patrol judge reported that 
Jockey Wayne Wright, on the winner, had 
grabbed the leg and saddle cloth of Jockey Dar- 
rell Clingman, and Wright was set down and his 
mount disqualified. In the Correction Handicap 
on October 19 Herbert Lindberg went wide on Eli- 
mar and removed contention for her stablemate 
Imperatrice which finished second and was dis- 
qualified, with her rider, Don Meade, and Lind- 
berg suspended. 

There was interference in the next race also, 
but stewards couldn’t set anybody down for it; 
he was down already. This was when Grand 
Venture lost Carroll Bierman shortly after the 
start and galloped along with the others, crossing 
over on the field in the stretch. Just to be safe 
Jockey Rienzi on the runner-up claimed foul 
against Alfred Robertson on the winner, but this 
was not allowed, the riderless Grand Venture 
causing several horses to run off their normal 
course. 

The first week of the meeting found the track 
prospering vigorously, betting for the first six 
days, including Columbus Day, totaling $6,305,- 
617, an average of $1,050,936 daily. The Colum- 
bus Day betting, $1,451,350, was a new fall record 
for Jamaica, but the record lasted only until Octo- 
ber 17, when the total was $1,513,953. 


The Jamaica meeting ends October 21, the 
session being only a nine-day affair. Thereafter 
racing passes to Empire City whose 12-day fall 
meeting normally ends the New York season. 
This year, however, there will be a week’s racing 
at Belmont Park, beginning November 5, with the 
war charities as the beneficiaries. 


Riverland ls Up to Be Last 


The 12-horse field for the Continental Haidicap 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1!,¢ miles) 
at Jamaica October 17, was about equally com- 
pounded of horses that would rather sprint and 
those that could go on. Since the distance was 
about half-way between the respective powers of 
these groups, there was considerable doubt re- 
garding the result, with the consequence that 
four interests, one of which was the Greentree 
entry of The Rhymer (113) and Devil Diver (3, 
119), were given very nearly equal support. The 
technical favorite was Louisiana Farm's River- 
land (121), which ran most consistently, finish- 
ing in front for the eighth consecutive time, and 
suggested that he was establishing a new sort of 
consistency in the matter of getting disqualified. 

Mrs. Tilyou Christopher’s Doublrab (119), 
whose top distance through the season has been 
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seven furlongs, dashed away in front, drawing 
clear of T. H. Heard, Jr.’s Boysy (114) at once, 
with Pomayya (107) third and Riverland fourth. 
For the first six furlongs there was no great 
change in this order, except that after a mile 
Pomayya made a brief run that carried her to 
second place. She began dropping back there- 
after, however, and when the field was straight- 
ened in the stretch Doublrab was still leading by 
two lengths, with Boysy and Riverland only a 
head apart and settling in their drives. A chal- 
lenge from A. J. Sackett’s Tola Rose (112) ran 
out near the furlong-pole, and C. V. Whitney’s 
Parasang (113) began coming fast oft the out- 
side. But in the last sixteenth the race was be- 
tween Boysy and Riverland, as Doublrab faltered 
and fell away. Riverland, on the inside, swung 
out to bother Boysy slightly, and went past the 
finish a nose in front, with Doublrab a length and 
a half away, a half-length ahead of Parasang, 
with Tola Rose fifth. Jockey Clingman, who 
rode Boysy, claimed foul, for in addition to 
the interference, Jockey Wayne Wright had 
grabbed at his leg and at Boysy’s saddle-cloth in 
the hard-fought finish. Stewards upheld the 
claim, set Riverland back to last place, set Jockey 
Wright down. The official order of finish: Boy- 
sy, Doublrab, Parasang, Tola Rose, Pomayya, 
The Rhymer, Pictor (115), Marriage (125), Devil 
Diver, (Lochinvar (3, 105), Eire (3, 111), River- 
land. Time, :2335, :47%4, 1:12%, 1:38%, 1:4436, 
track fast. Stakes division, $8,475, $2,000, $1,000, 
$500.

Boysy, unraced before he was five, has started 
31 times, won 14 races, finished second five times, 
third six times, and has earned $56,130, more than 
two-thirds of his earnings being the result of this 
season’s racing.

Riverland’s story is that of another late de- 
velopment. He did not race at all at two, and at 
three he ran three times and earned $90. This 
year he has won nine of his 14 starts and $23,600, 
has been disqualified out of two more wins and 
$9,820. 


Top Weight and Winner 


A half-dozen brushes with Occupation, Count 
Fleet, or Devil's Thumb have got A. T. Simmons’ 
Blue Swords (123) nothing better than a couple 
of seconds and a third (with both Occupation and 
Count Fleet ahead of aim), but in other company 
the Blue Larkspur colt seems very well able to 
hold his own. His best form before the Remsen 
Handicap ($10,000 auded, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs), at Jamaica October 17, had been shown 
in the Eastern Shore Handicap, which he won 
rather handily, but he was a second choice in the 
Remsen to Calumet Farm’s Ocean Wave (117), 
a more lightly raced colt by *Blenheim II which 
had won three of six previous starts. 


Mrs. Louis Lazare’s Joe Burger (110) was the 
pacemaker, and the early challenger was Very 
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Snooty (122). On the last turn Carroll Bierman 
sent Blue Swords up on the inside, but though 
the colt got through and into third place, he 
found himself blocked and had dropped back to 
fifth position before he could get clear. Ahead 
of him Very Snooty, Joe Burger, and Ocean Wave 
were only heads apart, and Blue Swords sailed 
past them in fine style, drew clear at the end to 
win by a length. Ocean Wave was up in the last 
few strides to be second by a nose; he had got 
away badly and he bore out entering the stretch. 
Joe Burger was third, a length in front of King 
Ranch’s Two Timely (102), which ran very well 
but very late. Very Snooty, Bossuet (114), and 
Eurasian (108) followed in order. Time, :23,

Correction and Revision 


The third running of the Correction Handicap 
($7,500 added, all ages, fillies and mares, six fur- 
longs) at Jamaica October 19 brought out a field 
of 11, and of considerable importance in the re- 
sult was the fact that three of these, W. H. La 
Boyteaux’s Imperatrice (120) and Elimar (3, 
104) and Marshall Field’s Scenic (3, 102), raced 
as an entry. The entry was made favorite, but 
there was a strong minority report for W. E. 
Parker’s Spiral Pass (3, 109), which was one of 
the two fillies to defeat Vagrancy this season 
(except for Bonnet Ann, which was disqualified 
after doing it). Somewhat overlooked was the 
fact that Vagrancy’s other feminine conqueror, 
W. W. Crenshaw’s Zaca Rosa (3, 109), was in 
the field, and she was at nearly 9 to 1. 


Imperatrice, with Donald Meade up, made the 
early pace, Elimar lying just behind her stable- 
mate, with Spiral Pass third. Going to the far 
turn it developed into a hot three-way battle, 
until Elimar, with Herb Lindberg up, started 
wide, carrying Spiral Pass with her. Jockey Jack 
Westrope, on the *Pharamond II filly, did what 
was probably the only thing that suggested itself 
to him; he waded into Jockey Lindberg with his 
whip, a circumstance for which stewards present- 
ly fined him $100. Meanwhile Imperatrice, re- 
lieved from immediate competition, set a steady 
pace in front, and looked like winning until well 
inside the last furlong, when Jimmy Stout 
brought Zaca Rosa between horses and drew a 
bead on the leader. In the last strides Zaca Rosa 
got to the front and beat Imperatrice a head, with 
W-L Ranch’s Taunt (3, 108) a half-length farther 
back. Brookmeade Stable’s Smiles (3, 108) was 
fourth, four more lengths away, and Mrs. An- 
thony Pelleteri’s Zaca Gray (3, 116) was fifth. 
In order followed Spiral Pass, Chuckle (3, 110), 
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Scenic, Red Moon (106), Carillon (3, 105), and 
Elimar. <A claim of foul was entered against 
Elimar, and it was allowed, automatically dis- 
qualifying the other members of the entry. Im- 
peratrice was thus removed from second place, 
the official order of the first four being Zaca 
Rosa, Taunt, Smiles, Zaca Gray. Stewards set 
Lindberg down for the foul, set Meade down also 
for collusion, suggesting that he gave Lindberg 
a few riding orders. Time, :23, :47, 1:1236, 
track good.

KENTUCKY 


Keeneland 


HE best fall meeting Keeneland has had (this 

is the seventh fall session) reached the half- 
way point with the racing of October 17. Every 
day was threatened by rain, but none actually 
fell, and crowds were good throughout the week. 
Betting jumped by 35 per cent over that of the 
successful 1941 fall meeting, the daily average 
through the first five days being $133,426. The 
turnover on the first Saturday was $198,682, 
which was the best day the track ever had in the 
fall and is exceeded only by that of the second 
Saturday last spring. Profits from the meeting 
go to the War Chest, and though there was no in- 
dication as to what these would be, it was evident 
that they would be as high as officers of the as- 
sociation had hoped. 


Best event of the first week was the Keeneland 
Special Event, run this year for 2-year-old fillies, 
and won in fine fashion by J. E. Widener’s fa- 
vored Fair Weather, which seemed much too good 
for the others. Opening day feature, a $2,500 
overnight event, was won by Woolford Farm's 
Technician, which barely held off Mr. Widener’s 
*Moscow II, the latter showing a tendency to 
bear in which may have cost him the race. 


Best racing of the meeting is to come during 
the closing week. On October 24 the Breeders’ 
Futurity will be run, with John Marsch’s Occupa- 
tion probably taking the spotlight. There are 88 
other eligibles, but the season’s other principal 
developments, Count Fleet and Devil’s Thumb, 
are not among them, nor is Blue Swords. 

Another feature of the week is the $3,000 over- 
night Ante-Bellum Handicap, which is started out 
of the Headley chute (40 feet less than a half- 
mile) and goes that distance and once around, 
making an approximation of 1 9/16 miles. There 
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are also several $1,200 and $1,500 overnight. 
events on the program. 


Fair Weather Runs Smartly 


Last spring, after running third twice at Keene- 
land, J. E. Widener’s *Sickle filly Fair Weather 
began a string of four successive victories which 
were climaxed with the Dover and Polly Drum- 
mond Stakes at Delaware Park. Thereafter she 
went out of training, and was away from compe- 
tition for nearly turee months. In late Septem- 
ber she began racing again, had been third twice 
before the running of the Keeneland Special 
Event ($5,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, six fur- 
longs) on October 17. 

For that event the Widener filly was made fa- 
vorite, with chief opposition expected from Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’s Little Diana, a Zacaweista filly 
which had shown extreme speed in her previous 
eight starts, being in front at some stage in all 
but one of them. She retained this distinction, 
though it will not show in the records, for though 
she had a short lead in the first strides, Fair 
Weather had taken over before the field reached 
the first post. Little Diana held on grimly for a 
quarter-mile, a half-length behind the favorite, 
but after this Fair Weather began to draw away. 
At the eighth-pole it had ceased to be a race, 
with the *Sickle filly drawing out as Eddie 
Wielander pleased, and she won by four lengths. 
Valdina Farm’s Valdina Marl was up in almost 
the last striue to take second place from Brown 
Hotel Stable’s Trustee by a head, with Little 
Diana dropping to fourth place a half-length 
farther back. In order followed Tellmenow and 
Ariel Post. Each starter carried 119 pounds. 
Time, :2235, :464, 1:14%, track fast. Stakes 
division, $5,175, $750, $250. There is no fourth 
money in this stakes.

ILLINOIS 


Hawthorne Closes 


AJOR racing in Illinois ended October 17, 
when the 34-day Hawthorne meeting closed. 
Statistics for the season are not yet available, 
but it is certainly the best post-depression year 
for racing, as to purse distribution and betting. 
Major gain in the former department came dur- 
ing the Arlington and Washington Park seasons, 
but betting gains were enjoyed by all of the Chi- 
cago tracks. 
Closing feature at Hawthorne was the Illinois 
Owners’ Handicap, won by the *Bull Dog gelding 
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Woof Woof, whose first distinction was the win- 
ning of the Flamingo Stakes in 1940 under the 
silks of his breeder, John Hay Whitney. There 
was also a $1,300 allowance race for 3-year-olds, 
and this went to River Divide Stable’s outsider, 
Dr. Rush, a gelding by Good Advice. One of the 
nine races of closing day was run for the benefit 
of the war effort, and resulted in raising $8,312, 
which brought the track’s total in this depart- 
ment to $65,604. 


Racing in Chicago now passes to half-mile 
Sportsman’s Park, where, though betting is high 
and profits must be considerable, there are no 
stakes and only a cheap grade of horses. Some 
of the better horses at Hawthorne may filter into 
the Maryland fall circuit and a few will ship down 
for the Churchill Downs fall meeting. Others 
may ship out to California, or rest in preparation 
for winter racing in Florida or Louisiana. 


Illinois Owners’ Handicap 


Several states have races limited to home-bred 
horses, but only Illinois has a stakes limited to 
horses owned by citizens of une State, the Illinois 
Owners’ Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, owned in Illinois at time of closing, 14, 
miles). The thirteenth Illinois Owners’ Handi- 
cap, run at Hawthorne October 17, had nine 
starters with Clyde Troutt’s Take Wing (116) 
favored at 16 to 10 by the closing-day crowd. 
Second choice was newcomer J. M. Hutchins’ re- 
cent purchase Woof Woof (111). Jockey Steve 
Brooks got Woof Woof away well and immediate- 
ly went to the front. The *Bull Dog 5-year-old 
was steadiea along in front of Mrs. Emil Dene- 
mark’s Three Clovers (105) along the back 
stretch and into the home stretch. Once in the 
final straightaway Woof Woof pulled away easily 
to win by four lengths. Second was Take Wing, 
which had raced far back in the early part of the 
race and which finished a length and a half ahead 
of Three Clovers, the latter drifting out and los- 
ing ground at the finish. In order followed Sales 
Talk (108), Shot Put (110), Valdina Groom 
(105), Cherry Trifle (105), Happy Pilot (104), 
and Gen’l Manager (107). Time, :2435, :481;, 
1:13, 1:4445, track fast. Stakes division, $4,250, 
$1,000, $500, $250.

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FLORIDA 


Preparations 


ARELY discernible among rumors that the 

Florida tracks would not be able to operate 
during the coming winter, two announcements 
were made last week. One came from Hialeah 
Park, to the effect that the track was being put 
into condition, having been planted with soy beans 
last spring, and with the added reminder that 
stakes blanks would soon be out for the four 
stakes—Widener Handicap, Flamingo Stakes, Mc- 
Lennan Handicap, and Hialeah Juvenile Stakes 
which close December 15. The other announce- 
ment was from the Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion, which had just held a two-day session, and 
had determined to operate on an economy policy, 
with a minimum number of employees and a 
minimum expense. Possibly this is the way a 
public commission ought to operate anyway, but 
there was nothing about this in the announce- 
ment. 


CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows 


EPORTS from the early days of the Bay 

Meadows meeting indicate a rather outstand- 
ing success for it. The most successful meeting 
that has been held at that track in recent years 
was the one in the spring of 1941, when the daily 
betting average was $211,491, and the first 10 
days of the present meeting showed an average 
of about $220,000. The usual history of the San 
Francisco meetings, as of most others, shows a 
gain as the meeting goes on, and it is more prob- 
able that the present turnover will be increased 
rather than that it will go down. At the end of 
this 10-day period the management of the track 
felt good enough about support to announce its 
confidence that its self-imposed goal of $250,000 
for war relief agencies would be realized. 

An initial shortage of horses seems to be in 
the process of disappearing. There are some 800 
horses now on the grounds, and more are ex- 
pected now that Hawthorne and Detroit are 
closed, and the important part of the New Eng- 
land season is over as well. These are the days 
when so few tracks are operating that there is 
little difficulty in getting enough horses. Main 
difficulty in this connection is that horsemen can- 
not find out what is going to happen after the 
45-day Bay Meadows meeting ends. There are 
reports that other tracks will have meetings at 
the Bay Meadows plant, that Hollywood Park 
may reopen, and the like, but there is no factual 
evidence even for guessing at probability, and 
there is a resultant reluctance to ship horses to 
California without having any assurance that 
they will not have to be shipped East again after 
the current meeting closes. 


San Rafael Handicap 


Back home in California was H. C. Hill's Sweep- 
ida, most successful California-bred horse since 
Morvich. The 5-year-old Sweepster gelding had 
left California for the first time this summer, due 
to the cessation of racing. He had won only two 
of his ten stcrts in the Midwest, but tne crowd at 
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Bay Meadows on October 10 made him the 175- 
to 100 favorite for the San Rafael Handicap 
($2,500 added, all ages, 114g, miles). Opposing 
him were six other starters, the majority of 
which had been racing in the Midwest. 


Sweepida left the barrier ahead of the others 
and set the pace until the final turn for the finish 
when he tired and dropped back. Miss Anita 
King’s Son of War (106) took the lead and at the 
furlong-pole was a half-length in front of J. K. 
Houssels’ Emolument (3, 105). The Halcyon 
filly caught the gelding a few strides from the 
finish and won by a neck. Son of War was a 
length ahead of MacGregor and Baker’s Stinging 
Bee (3, 109) at the finish. In order followed 
Palmera T. (109), Sweepida, Profile (110), Royal 
Crusader (112). Time, :23%5, :47%%, 1:37%, 
1:44, track fast. Stakes division, $1,910, $500,

CANADA 
Dufferin Park 


HE racing season in the Province of Ontario 

will come to an end October 24 with the first 
running of the Bunty Lawless Handicap, a $3,000 
added event, named for W. F. Morrissey’s veteran 
handicap horse which was retired recently, rated 
as one of the best Canadian-breds in years. The 
Bunty Lawless Handicap is the only stakes event 
on the Metropolitan Racing Association’s pro- 
gram which began on Saturday, October 17, with 
a crowd of 15,000 at half-mile Dufferin Park. 
The feature race of the program was the $2,000 
Victory Loan purse which was won by Riverdale 
Stable’s Gallant Foe, probably the best Canadian- 
bred 2-year-old filly of the year. It was her third 
straight victory. 


The Long Branch meeting, which was also run 
at Dufferin Park and which came to an end on 
October 14, saw F. H. Schelke’s Shepperton re- 
affirm his leadership over the 3-year-olds and 
older horses in the Dominion. He won the Cana- 
dian Championship Stakes for his third straight 
victory this fall. However, if he had not received 
a seven-pound allowance for being a home-bred in 
the weight-for-age race it is doubtful whether he 
would have won, as Chris Stable’s Kentucky-bred 
Jacless was only a neck behind him at the finish. 

While the victory of Shepperton was an odds- 
on chance, the winner of the Mrs. Orpen’s Cup 
and Saucer Handicap, another of Fred Orpen’s 
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creations, on October 12 was a surprise. H. C. 
Hatch’s Grandpal, the favorite, finished fifth and 
W. F. Morrissey’s Arbor Vitae won easily. 


One Down, One Up 


The best 3-year-old in Canada in the early 
summer was Harry Giddings’ Ten to Ace, winner 
of the King’s Plate and Prince of Wales’ Plate. 
But ever since he developed shipping fever en 
route to Polo Park, Manitoba, for the Canadian 
Derby, in which he finished last, Ten to Ace has 
been lacking his former brilliance. On October 
14 at Dufferin Park Ten to Ace started in the 
fourth race, an overnight handicap, and finished 
next to last; the winner had raced for $2,000 in 
September. The next race, the fifth, saw his suc- 
cessor as kingpin of the Canadian 3-year-olds, 
F. H. Schelke’s Shepperton (3, 113), start in the 
fourth Canadian Championship Stakes ($3,000 
added, all ages, 114g miles). On the basis of his 
victories in the Autumn Handicap and Breeders’ 
Stakes at Woodbine Park Shepperton was made 
the 7-to-10 favorite. 

From the start he was rated a couple of lengths 
behind C. H. Hemstead’s Passa Grille (118) for 
the first run around Dufferin’s half-mile track, 
then took the lead and won by a neck. Second 
was Chris Stable’s Jacless (126), which had 
come from behind to threaten the winner. A 
half-length farther back came Passa Grille, fol- 
lowed in order by Panbroom (3, 113), Cyrus P. 
(126), Frobisher (121), Donedna (118), and 
Eagle Town (2, 100). Time, :24%, :50, 1:17, 
1:45, 1:52%5, track fast.

A Cup and a Saucer 


In the Coronation Stakes at Woodbine Park on 
October 2 H. C. Hatch’s Grandpal won with com- 
parative ease over seven of the eight horses 
which opposed him in the sixth Mrs. Orpen’s Cup 
and Saucer Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds 
foaled in Canada, one mile and 70 yards), run at 
half-mile Dufferin Park on October 12. It was a 
good enough reason for the crowd which jammed 
the Toronto course on the Canadian Thanksgiving 
holiday to make the Hatch entry, which also in- 
cluded Sweepgold (117), the favorite at 17 to 10. 

Grandpal (120) and Sweepgold went to the 
front at the start, as they did in the Coronation 
Stakes anu along the back stretch the first time 
around the track Grandpal was leading by a 
length. Sweepgold was second, a length and a 
half in front of Macdonald Stable’s Tulachmore 
(115), and the second-choice Arbor Vitae (122), 
owned by W. F. Morrissey, going easily in 
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fourth place. The leaders raced in these posi- 
tions to the iast time around the far turn, when 
Grandpal gave way to Sweepgold which in turn 
yielded to Arbor Vitae entering the stretch, the 
latter having moved up on the inside on the turn. 
The Hillsborough colt drew away from the field 
in the final straightaway to win by a length and 
a half. Second money went to the outsider 
T-Chum (103), a 64-to-1 choice owned by Mrs. 
H. A. Tomlin. T-Chum had raced far back to the 
stretch, when he was shaken up to get to the 
wire a neck in front of Tulachmore. In order 
followed Grandpal, Appas Tappas (114), Skytime 
(110), ana Western Prince (113). Six Lessons 
(106) stumbled on the first turn and lost her 
rider, and practically eliminated Appas Tappas 
from being among the leaders.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


HE third of Rockingham Park’s scheduled 
seven weeks of racing was considerably the 
best thus far, not because of any general increase 
in patronage, but because the week began with 
Columbus Day, a holiday which the Eastern states 
take quite seriously. The betting at Rockingham 
Park on that day was $575,610, or considerably 
more than on any of the three Saturdays, with 
the result that the total for the week was $1,625,- 
809 and the daily average for the same period 
was $270,968. With the Columbus Day program 
set aside, support last week was about what it 
was during the second week. For the first 18 
days of the meeting, betting has averaged $237,- 
365, a figure which, in conjunction with the Rock- 
ingham purses, should insure a handsome profit. 
On October 17, for instance, with a betting total 
of $363,286, the racing fare consisted of nine 
races, all under claiming conditions, six of them 
for $800 purses, two for $900 purses, and one for 
$1,000. The $1,000 race, which must be consid- 
ered the feature, was for $2,000 2-year-olds, with 
an allowance if the claiming tag was but $1,800, 
and it was won by H. Stutts’ Fritz, a Jock geld- 
ing bred in Kentucky by W. C. Goodloe.

Important Races in France

News in Brief 


HE yearling sales were a flop as regards num- 

bers. Many were withdrawn and sold pri- 
vately. The first day’s catalogue was abandoned. 
Animals with very mediocre pedigrees from little 
known studs fetched three and four hundred 
thousand francs, even fillies. 

Transport is becoming very difficult. Weeks 
elapse before one can obtain a wagon. Trainers 
are refusing to keep animals due to the impossi- 
bility of getting oats, etc. 

At a sale of yearlings on September 4, prices 
ruled very high for moderate goods. Two year- 
lings by Pinceau, a government stallion, fetched 
over six and four hundred thousand francs apiece. 
Most of the others reached 300,000 francs.

Scratched but Claimed 


A situation which might have started a really 
good argument bobbed up at Jamaica October 15. 
Mrs. A. Crouch’s Happy Note left the paddock 
for the fourth race, but ran away during the post 
parade and stewards ordered him withdrawn. 
But Mrs. T. J. Carroll had entered a $5,000 claim 
for Happy Note, and stewards had to rule on 
whether he was a starter, after having ordered a 
refund of money bet on him. They ruled he was, 
apparently looking for argument. But Mrs. 
Crouch didn’t want to file a protest and get a 
clearer interpretation of the rules. She took the 
$5,000. 

The claimant couldn’t have argued effectively, 
as New York rules of racing specifically state 
that a claim that is once entered cannot be re- 
voked.

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In Defense of 
High Fidelity 


By Preston Hinebaugh 


WISH to file a mild objection to the treatment 

of one of my favorite horses, High Fidelity, 
in the account of the Hawthorne Endurance 
Claiming Stakes (214 miles, $5,000 added). The 
8-year-old gelding was a rather gallant winner 
on that occasion and, knowing his condition, he 
probably was too sore to be got out of the stall 
for the better part of a week thereafter. Inci- 
dentally, he is the season’s oldest stakes winner 
on the flat. 

The urge to speak up for High Fidelity was 
even more poignant after I read Daily Racing 
Form’s review of the race. That story began, 
“Although unaccustomed to running for such a 
purse, etc., etc... .” 

Let’s look at the books, which is always a good 
idea. High Fidelity raced unplaced in Many 
Stings’ Widener. He was in at 110 pounds; Many 
Stings carried 109. He got third money ($5,000) 
back of Shot Put and Equitable in the 1940 New 
York Handicap at 24 miles, beating Bolingbroke, 
Your Chance, Fenelon and a flock of others. 
That’s twice he tried for a $50,000 pot. 

Then he was fifth back of Bolingbroke and 
others in the $10,000 Manhattan Handicap (1% 
mlies) in 1940. And no further back than last 
season, he won the Motor City Handicap at De- 
troit under top weight of 119. That’s an over- 
night event worth $5,000. And at Detroit last 
fall, they had to boost the impost to 127 pounds 
to make him run out of the first four. He won 
under 123 in the best company there. So the 
Endurance was the fifth time he’d run for a purse 
of $5,000 or more. 

High Fidelity’s story is somewhat on the Cin- 
derella side. At or after the fall meeting of 
1938 at Fairmount Park, Sam Pershall bought 
up a joblot of horses. High Fidelity was among 
them. His price, so I heard, was $200, and he 
was far from sound. Pershall called in Dr. E. E. 
Watson, of Mt. Vernon, Ohio, to do the firing. 

Next spring High Fidelity came back to the 
races at Fairmount and won in a $700 claimer. 
He won again at Fairmount and moved on to 
North Randall. He won there twice and then 
was brought out on the Fourth of July to try at 
a mile and a half. He won by seven lengths in 
2:33. He moved across the road to Thistle Down 
and won at a mile and 5% furlongs, and then 
took the third in a row, at a mile and three- 
quarters. That was his last start for Pershall. 
He was claimed by Trainer Rollie Shepp for the 
account of River Divide Farm (R. J. Dienst), of 
Columbus, for $1,250. 

High Fidelity made 12 starts for River Divide 
the rest of that year, 1939, and was home first in 
seven, but was disqualified twice, finished second 
three times, third twice. One of the disqualifi- 
cations came in the Ante Bellum Handicap (about 
1 9-16 miles) at Keeneland three Octobers ago. 
High Fidelity brushed Redbreast bending into the 
stretch. The latter wasn’t seriously hampered 
and was outrun considerably in the stretch but 
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Arcaro hollered foul and got it. That was the 
day they thought High Fidelity had set a world’s 
record for the distance but when the course was 
checked it was found 40 feet short. 

High Fidelity picked up seven wins and over 
$12,000 in 1940 and three wins from 12 starts 
and nearly $7,000 last year. This season he didn’t 
seem to have the old “git.””. He dropped into the 
claiming division for the first time since July of 
1939. 

That and his propensity for a long route made 
him somewhat of a sleeper when he rounded to. 
He won four in a row, twice at nine furlongs and 
once at 12, ere he got home first in the Endur- 
ance at 18 furlongs. For Owner Dienst, he’s 
won 20 races from 57 starts, been 15 other times 
in the money, earned $31,855, which is a fair re- 
turn on a $1,250 claim. 

And at 14 miles and up, he’s started eight 
times, against the best and against those not 
quite so good. He’s won five of these route 
events, been disqualified after winning another, 
placed third, placed fifth. 

The public made him the favorite at Haw- 
thorne at nearly 2 to 1. At that distance and in 
that company, around Ohio where the folks know 
him, he’d have been 2 to 5, unsoundness and all. 


STUD NEWS 
Death of Good Advice 


HROUGH an auctioneer’s announcement at 
the Lexington Fall Sales last week it was 
learned that Charles W. Black’s stallion Good 
Advice was dead. Mr. Black, who had made no 
previous announcement of the fact, said that he 
had found the horse with a broken forearm lying 
in his stall at Silver Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky., 
on the morning of September 6. The break, a 
most unusual one, was just below the elbow. Dr. 
Arthur J. Kay and Dr. Charles E. Hagyard made 
a cast and put the stallion in a sling. Because 
Good Advice was of a quiet disposition the treat- 
ment appeared likely to be successful, but an in- 
flammation developed under the cast, and toward 
the end of September the horse was destroyed. 
Good Advice, foaled in 1930 and bred by 
Charles Black’s father, the late Howard Black, 
was a bay horse by Wise Counsellor out of Wise 
Mother, by Von Tromp. He raced four seasons, 
winning 11 races, including the Baldwin Handi- 
cap, and earned $11,510. 

He entered the stud in 1936 at Mr. Black’s 
farm and from his first three crops of foals he 
sired 25 winners. In 1940 35 foals by him were 
registered and to date 13 are winners. Thus far 
he does not have a stakes winner credited to him, 
but Kirwin (foal of 1939) was second in the 
Joliet Stakes, and Harvest Moon, from his first 
crop, was third in the Cincinnati Trophy. He had 
a full book in 1942. 


Macaw in Oregon 


Macaw, 19-year-old stallion by Peter Pan— 
Polly Flinders, by Burgomaster, has been leased 
to Cal Clements, of Burns, Oregon, for the 1943 
breeding season. Macaw, winner of $56,650, is 
owned by Maj. R. C. Woodruff. When Major 
Woodruff was called back into service he turned 
Macaw over to Dr. H. EF. Davis, of Trowbridge, 
Calif., from whom Mr. Clements leased him. 
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Horse Racing the 
Virgin Islands 


By Lucia Monroe Nelthropp 


Editor’s Note: The following article is another 
testimony of the universal appeal of the sport of 
horse racing. 


HE history of the “king of sports” in St. 

Croix is in a great measure the history of 
St. Croix itself. In the olden days when sugar 
was king in the West Indies, and the many fields 
and great private mills of this tiny island fur- 
nished most of the European capitals with their 
supplies of this delicacy, there was in all prob- 
ability as much devotion to horses and racing as 
there is now. 

Each wealthy estate owner probably owned, 
in addition to his numerous slaves and work- 
bulls, several handsome horses, for riding and 
for drawing the family coach or phaeton. And 
it can be well imagined that there was probably 
a pretty fair runner or two among the lot, giving 
impetus to holiday and Sunday race meets be- 
tween or among neighboring estates. Distance, 
poor roads, and clumsy transportation probably 
forbade large island meets such as are held to- 
day. What the bloodlines of these horses might 
have been we cannot tell, but it is fairly safe 
to assume that some of the best equine families 
in Europe were represented, as most of these 
steeds were brought out from Denmark, England, 
and France. 

In the old days the owners of the estates and 
the influential people in the two towns, Christian- 
sted on the north-central coast and Frederiksted 
on the western end of the island, were white 
Europeans. But in the one hundred years or so 
which have elapsed since St. Croix was at the 
height of its fame, the slaves have been freed, 
many of the old families have died or moved 
away, the island has belonged to three different 
countries at various times, and racial interming- 
ling has taken place; so that of the 14,000 per- 
sons who live today on St. Croix there are about 
2 per cent white, 7 per cent of mixed blood, and 
the remaining 91 per cent negro. This complex- 
ity of population, race, and government has had 
its effect on the breeding and racing of horses 
just as it has influenced all the other phases of 
life here in these islands. There are and have 
been some good horses, some bad ones, and some 
indifferent ones, but in this little article I shall 
try to tell you about the good ones as we know 
them today. 

The St. Croix Turf Club was organized about 
1920, and has functioned ever since. There have 
been five families in the island who have gone 
to great lengths in the last fifteen years to keep 
racing alive and interesting: the Armstrongs, 
the Blackwoods, the Mackays, the Merrills, and 
the Nelthropps, my husband’s family. By con- 
stant care as to breeding and training, the men 
and boys in these families have maintained a 
steady interest in the good side of the sport, and 
there have been many races which are as famous 
locally as any running of the Derby or the Preak- 
ness! Of course some of the native (or colored) 
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families have contributed to the sport as well. 
Dr. D. C. Canagata is president of the Turf Club 
at this time, Attorney Amphlett Leader is vice 
president, and Robert K. Armstrong is secretary- 
treasurer. 

Throughout the West Indies people are keen 
on racing; this is especially true of Puerto Rico. 
Our proximity to Puerto Rico (St. Croix is about 
100 miles to the southeast) is reflected in the 
fact that our Thoroughbred breeding stock comes 
from there. The majority of studs and mares 
are American Thoroughbreds which have been 
brought from the States and raced in Puerto 
Rico, hanging up pretty fair records for them- 
selves there. It must be borne in mind that our 
racing here is purely for the love of the sport and 
of the horse, and that our horsemen are not com- 
mercial-minded; none of them is wealthy, and 
hence we must, of necessity, buy our horses as 
cheaply as we can; but we always try to buy the 
best of the cheap ones, and then only ofter a care- 
ful study of bloodlines, training, and perform- 
ance. 

The best stud in St. Croix in the past several 
years has been Sir John Alden, foaled 1928, by 
Sir John Johnson, out of Aurelia, by George 
Smith. He carried both Bend Or and St. Simon 
blood, and was an excellent performer in Puerto 
Rico, where he raced under the name of Mariscal. 
A big chestnut, standing 16.2, he won the Lin- 
coln Cup race, a major event of the Puerto Rican 
season. At the age of 13 Mariscal was destroyed 
last fall by his owners, the Armstrong brothers, 
after his leg had been broken by a kick from a 
mare. It was with genuine regret that this good 
horse was done away with, for he had been an 
exceptionally good stud and had sired a number 
of excellent horses. 

The only Thoroughbred stud standing in the 
island today is a Chilean horse, Ras Seyoum by 
name. He is a chestnut, and was foaled in Chile, 
from Australian and New Zealand bloodlines. 
[He is by Charmer—Amon-Ra, by Pombal.—Ed. ] 
He raced in Chile and Panama before coming to 
Puerto Rico, where he was bought by the Arm- 
strong brothers after the death of Mariscal. Ras 
Seyoum is said to have established a record time 
for the mile on the track at Juan Franco in 
Panama in 1939. 

There are two Thoroughbred mares here at the 
present. Broad Channel is the better known and 
is locally called Lady Barbara, having derived 
this name from the boat that brought her here, 
the recently torpedoed Bull Line steamer of that 
name. Broad Channel, foaled 1932, is by Brooms 
out of Crystal River, by Friar Rock, and was 
bred by Brookmeade Farm. She is owned by 
Arnold Golden. 

The other Thoroughbred broodmare is Margie 
W., by Zev out of Titania. She was brought from 
Puerto Rico in 1936 by my husband, Albert Nel- 
thropp, her owner. Margie was foaled in 1929, 
and was bred by H. F. Sinclair at Rancocas Farm, 
Jobstown, N. J. She suffered a leg injury which 
cut short her racing career, but she has been a 
good broodmare and we all feel very affectionate 
toward her. She has had two foals here, the first 
one a three-quarter-bred filly named Merry Maid 
which runs very neatly; the other a Thoroughbred 
colt by Mariscal which we have named Zevson in 
honor of his famous granddaddy. He was foaled 
in May, 1941, and at one year and four months 
stands 14.3. He shows promise of doing some 
fine running if parentage and conformation and 
oats count for anything! There is a great ‘“con- 
ceit” race, to use a native expression, between 
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Zevson and Sir Thom Moore, the 20-months-old 
colt of Lady Barbara and Mariscal, to be run 
when they are three. 

The Turf Club customarily holds races here at 
Christmas, Easter, and July Fourth. The biggest 
races are the Christmas ones, held each year on 
December 26, or “Christmas Second Day,” as the 
natives call it. It is at this time that the Gover- 
nor’s Cup is run for, over a mile course. This 
cup was given in 1937 by the then Governor of 
the Virgin Islands, to be won only by horses bred 
and born in the Islands, and to be kept by the 
owner who first wins it three times, not necessar- 
ily in succession. 

In 1937 the cup was won by a big 15/16 chest- 
nut stallion called Ay-Ay, owned by Harry Mac- 
kay. Ay-Ay was the name by which the ancient 
Carib Indians knew St. Croix at the time of its 
discovery by Columbus. Ay-Ay took the cup 
again in 1938, and it began to look as though 
Mackay were going to make short shift of win- 
ning it for keeps! But the next year Sun Beau 
(named for the real one, which he resembled), 
another 15/16 chestnut, owned by my husband, 
took the coveted prize into another camp, and the 
rivalry started all over again! In 1940 the cup 
was not contested. But in 1941, Lady Alden, a 
lovely 15/16 chestnut filly by Mariscal, took the 
cup for her owners, the Armstrong brothers. 

Lady Alden is by far the best runner St. Croix 
has had for a number of years; she is now in 
Puerto Rico where she does very creditable rac- 
ing when she is not matched out of her class. St. 
Thomas, the other large island in the American 
Virgin group, and 40 miles to the north of us, has 
never contested for the Governor’s Cup. St. 
Thomas has always been St. Croix’s greatest ad- 
versary in horse racing, and the greatest race in 
the recent history of the two islands was the one 
in whicn Lady Barbara beat Oakland at a mile in 
May, 1937. Since the war racing relations with 
the neighboring British islands have been severed 
of necessity. 

The distances most run here are the mile, the 
six furlongs, and the half-mile. Lady Alden set 
the island record for the mile when she ran it in 
1:4645 seconds in hand on a slow track against 
two very good horses. If this seems poor time, 
remember that our racing is more or less ama- 
teur; we run horses for the love of the sport, and 
our tracks are by no means excellent. 

Racing today in St. Croix has been given added 
impetus by the interest shown by the several 
Army men who have bought and rented a number 
of local half-bred horses; they have trained these 
horses, given them oats in quantity, and groomed 
them constantly. And as a result we are having 
on Labor Day our first September race meet, due 
entirely to the interest in the sport shown by 
these Army boys. It is a good thing, for it gives 
a healthy sport for all to enjoy. 

We shall be glad to see any readers of this 
article ana of THE BLOOD-HORSE, should they find 
themselves in St. Croix or the vicinity.

Belmont Park's Distribution 


The 18-day Belmont Park meeting which was 
completed on October 10 distributed a total of 
$497,060, to horsemen for a daily average of 
$27,614.

Ralph Neves, the jockey who was once pro- 
nounced dead and who rode a winner the next 
day, has entered the Army. 

Profits on the fourth race at Sportsman’s Park 
October 19, amounting to $3,186, were donated to 
the Russian War Relief Fund. 

Abram S. Hewitt informs THE BLOOD-HORSE 
that he expects to race Some Chance, recently 
purchased from Calumet Farm, before retiring 
him to the stud. 

Tom Moran, 59-year-old horseman who had 
been working as clerk of scales at Ascot Park 
(Akron, Ohio), died suddenly October 14, victim 
of a heart attack. 

R. E. Wingfield has taken over a string of 14 
horses owned by Allen T. Simmons and is training 
them at Keeneland. Warren G. Douglas has taken 
21 of Mr. Simmons’ yearlings to Aiken, S. C. 

Earlier in the summer it was announced pre- 
maturely that Belair Stud’s Fenelon would be re- 
tired. On October 12 Fenelon was given a light 
breeze. He is being prepared for a winter cam- 
paign. 

The Michigan State Racing Commission on 
October 9 ruled Jockey Jack Burrill off the Turf. 
While under suspension in New Jersey, Jockey 
Burrill applied for a license in Michigan, said 
there were no rulings against him. 

At Keeneland October 15 there were one even- 
money and four odds-on favorites, and all five 
won. In the last race the first four horses fin- 
ished in the order of their popularity with the 
bettors. 

Jockey George McMullen, out of action for 
about a month as a result of injuries suffered in 
a spill at Narragansett Park, returned to the sad- 
dle at Rockingham October 13, rode two winners 
from two mounts.

Danaher Amendment

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The Fall Sales 
Lexington 


HROUGH Monday evening, October 19, six of 

the nine sessions of the Lexington Fall Sales 
conducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company had been 
completed. Three nights of sales, comprising 
yearlings and a few horses in training, remained 
to be accounted for, but the shape of the market 
was already rather well defined. 


There appeared to be a solid prospect that the 
prices for this largest of America’s mixed sales 
of bloodstock would be the lowest since the mid- 
depression year of 1932, when 501 lots averaged 
$195. The totals through Monday evening were 
419 head, including four resales, sold for $121,815, 
average $290. Without the resales—four lots for 
$425—the totals were 415 head, $121,390, average 
$293. Reserve bids (including a $10,000 price on 
Brevity) are not included in these totals. 


Except for the remaining yearlings and a few 
horses in training, the sales were complete. A 
total of 123 broodmares had brought $24,550, av- 
erage $200, a decline of 64 per cent from last 
year’s $552 average. Seventy-six weanlings had 
fetched $11,690, average $152, or 65 per cent 
under last year’s $444 average. Through Mon- 
day evening 213 yearlings had brought $82,750, 
average $389. Compared with the $589 average 
for all yearlings sold at the sales last fall, this 
was a decline of 34 per cent. 


A more complete recapitulation and compari- 
son of the sales will be included in next week’s 
issue, along with the report of the last three 
sessions. 


Tuesday Evening, October 13 


HE best night of the three for breeding stock 

was that of Tuesday, October 13, when 75 
head were sold for $17,620, average $235. Top 
price for the session was the $2,000 paid by the 
Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, for the account of 
John A. Bell, Jr., of Sewickley, Pa., for the stal- 
lion Gilded Knight from Wheatley Stable’s con- 
signment. Next best price was $1,800 paid by 
Charlton Clay, owner of Marchmont Farm, Faris, 
Ky., for the 4-year-old mare First Love from 
Mare’s Nest Stud’s sale. 

Outside of the two top prices no offering 
brought more than $1,000, a large number of 
sales failing to reach $100. The former good race 
mare Laughing Queen, consigned by A. C. Ernst 
with a reserve price of $3,000, failed to get a bid. 
Forty-two broodmares were sold for $10,700, av- 
erage $255; 32 weanlings for $4,920, average $154.

Friday, October 16 


HE high point of the sale series probably was 

reached with the session of Friday evening, 
October 16, when a total of 75 lots, including one 
resale and one horse in training, brought a total 
of $36,425, average $486. The 74 yearlings, in- 
cluding the resale, brought $36,350, averaged 
$491. The largest consignment of the evening 
was that of Thomas Piatt, of Lexington, who this 
year withheld from the Saratoga Sales a larger 
proportion than usual of his yearlings. For 27 
head Mr. Piatt received $11,375, an average of 
$421. Mr. Piatt’s average for 22 head sold at 
Lexington last fall was $1,207, but the unfavor- 
able comparison was the result of Mr. Piatt’s 
having stopped his 1941 Saratoga sale and de- 
clared most of his consignment out, the yearlings 
withdrawn being offered later at Lexington. Last 
fall Mr. Piatt topped the Lexington sales with a 
price of $7,100 for a half-brother to Alsab. 

Top price of the first six nights was the $3,100 
paid for Cave Spring Farm's colt by Ariel out of 
Poseur, which William J. Dowling, assistant rac- 
ing commissioner in Michigan, bought for the ac- 
count of James Powers’ Dearborn Stable. The 
Cave Spring consignment of four yearlings aver- 
aged $1,512. Almahurst Farm’s 12 yearlings 
brought $8,800, average $733, the consignment 
including the second highest-priced lot of the 
evening, a colt by Mate out of the good race mare 
All Forlorn.

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Notes of the Sales 


Not as many buyers as usual came from the 
bush racing sections and cow country west of 
the Mississippi, but one syndicate which bought 
horses out of the 1941 Lexington fall auctions 

yas back this year with more money and more 
enthusiasm. Last year John C. Nicholson, M. L. 
Dunbar, and Lloyd Rennacker came from Hamil- 
ton, Mont., went home with a carload of horses 
which were divided up among a syndicate of six, 
including the above three and Fred Burnett, 
Clarence Duus, and Bernie Ewing. This year 
Messrs. Dunbar and Duus made the trip to Lex- 
ington, with two carloads as their quota. Along 
with weanlings and yearlings they bought a few 
mares, which probably will be bred to Mystic 
Sign or Boston Fair, the latter a half-brother to 
Bostonian. 


C. E. Nicholas, of Estherville, Iowa, wound up 
with a carload consisting of four mares, eight 
weanlings, two yearlings, and the stallion Plucky 
Play. Half of the weanlings were for the ac- 
count of a neighbor, W. W. Bryant, of Cherokee, 
Iowa. One of the mares was the 11-year-old 
stakes winner Slapdash, from the Wheatley 
Stable consignment, barren and sold for $100. 

Ira Drymon, president of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, which is sponsoring a project 
to turn over a number of Thoroughbred mares to 
4-H Club members for breeding non-Thorough- 
bred foals, bought two mares Wednesday night 
to supplement the number of mares which had 
already been donated for the purpose, numbering 
about 25. One of these mares, Zevana, was sold 
with her suckling filly by Misstep, and bought by 
Mr. Drymon for $50. Since the Thoroughbred 
Club wanted only mares and Mr. Dryman had 
not noticed that the filly was included in the 
same lot with the mare, he had the filly weaned 
then and there and offered her as a resale; Clar- 
ence Duus bought her for $50, the price which 
had been paid for mare and foal together. 

Mr. Drymon bought 11 other mares as agent, 
this time for Lindsay Nunn, of Lexington, Ky., 
and Amarillo, Texas, whose Lexington farm he 
manages. Most of these mares Mr. Nunn plans 
to breed to jacks, along with another mare he 
already owned. W. W. Carroll, of St. Matthews, 
S. C., was another buyer who expected to use 
several of his Thoroughbred mares to produce 
mules. Walter Wells, who sold a carload of 
mares, mostly at $25 a head, bought some others 
for his manager, Buford White, to take back to 
California, bought a jack to go with them. 

Trainer William Hayhurst, of New York, did 
the buying for Mrs. Reginald Sinclaire, whose 
Plum Creek Ranch is at Larkspur, Colo. Mrs. 
Sinclaire has been racing about a_ half-dozen 
years, largely at hunt meetings in the East, plans 
also to breed a few Thoroughbreds at her ranch. 

Thomas B. Cromwell, head of the Cromwell 
Bloodstock Agency, was the most frequent bid- 
der and buyer at the sale, his purchases includ- 
ing a number of $25 horses. Many of his bids 
were for clients, but on most of the cheaper stock 
he was simply making his own investment. 

The stallion Gilded Knight, which Mr. Crom- 
well bought for $2,000, was for the account of 
John A. Bell, Jr., of Sewickley, Pa., owner of the 
filly Dark Discovery and other good performers. 
When Auctioneer Doc Bond's gavel first fell on 
Gilded Knight the price was $1,800, but when

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the messenger went to Irvine Kort, of Louisville, 
for his signature, Mr. Cromwell claimed the bid 
as his. Following the rules of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, the bidding was reopened and Mr. 
Cromwell jumped the price to $2,000 without fur- 
ther opposition from Mr. Kort. 

Highest price of the sale during the first week 
was the $3,100 bid by William J. Dowling, of 
Northville, Mich., for the excellent yearling colt 
by Ariel in the consignment of B. M. Browning 
and Olive S. Sackett. Mr. Dowling, in this and 
other purchases, was acting for the Dearborn 
Stable of young James Powers. Mr. Dowling‘s 
son, William Lyle Dowling, formerly trained for 
the Dearborn Stable, but is now in the Army; 
the horses have been turned over to the veteran 
Charles Hyde Smith. 

The Reaping Reward—Dusica colt which Mr. 
Browning and Mrs. Sackett sold for $1,500, was 
one of the best yearlings offered, probably would 
have brought a considerably higher price but for 
having banged a knee against a stall door a few 
hours before the sale. 

A. B. Karle, who got three mares and a wean- 
ling during the early sessions, is a wholesale bak- 
ery operator from Crawfordsville, Ind., where he 
has a farm of about 375 acres. ‘‘That’s where 
Lucky Baldwin had his first horses,” he said. He 
has been racing six or seven years, got his first 
horses at the Lexington Fall Sales. One of his 
best purchases here in previous years was the 
good racer K. Dorko. (The names of his horses 
always begin with his initial.) He has three 
yearlings being broken at Leslie Combs II's 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. John Goode is his 
trainer. 

J. W. Rodgers, of Memphis, Tenn., who has a 
few horses in training, bought several yearlings 
and two broodmares. He has a farm in Arkansas, 
across the river from Memphis. Del Holeman, 
accompanied by Mrs. Holeman, was present, did 
no buying. Another Tennessean was W. Camp- 
bell Hobson, who reported that his good mare 
Shine O’Night has been retired from racing, will 
be bred next year. She and her dam, Noah’s 
Daughter, are now at Charles Asbury’s farm, 
Lexington. Noah’s Daughter is now in foal to 
Carrier Pigeon, and if she produces a foal in 1943 
it will be her first since Shine O’Night (1937). 

A weanling filly by He Did out of La Morlaye, 
by Peter Pan, contributed vy Brownell Combs to 
be sold for the benefit of Lexington’s popular 
Stopover Station for men in the armed services 
was bought by Walter T. Wells for $300. Mr. 
Wells, who made the purchase “just to help out,” 
promptly turned her over to the Thoroughbred 
Club to sell at its party at Keeneland October 23 
just to help out again. In the meantime he had 
applied for the name Stopover Gal. 

A newcomer was young E. Irving Eldredge, 
who lives in Cincinnati. He arrived at the sales 
too late to buy any breeding stock, but purchased 
privately, from the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, 
Quakerstreet, a 12-year-old Chatterton mare, 
which had won the Gran Nacional Steeplechase 
at Agua Caliente in 1941, which had been sold on 
opening night for $25. He sent the mare to his 
family’s newly acquired farm near Orange, Va., 
and plans to breed hunters and also use her for 
hunting. Mr. Eldredge is a leading Irish Setter 
breeder and last year began breeding Cleveland 
Bay horses. 

Preston Hinebaugh, field secretary for the Ohio 
Horse Breeders’ Association, drove to Lexington 
Tuesday afternoon from Columbus, bought the 
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mares Anagram and Torietta for the account of 
John W. Galbreath, owner of Darby Dan Farm, 
near Columbus, drove back to Ohio that night. 

In the midst of the sale on October 16 pro- 
ceedings were interrupted by the entrance of a 
group of about 40 women, members of the Al- 
trusa Club, which was holding a district meeting 
in Lexington. Doc Bond stopped the sale while 
they were finding seats. One Altrusan, apparent- 
ly amazed at the low prices the horses were 
bringing, asked how she should go about to bid on 
one; she wanted to ride one in the mountains of 
eastern Kentucky. When informed that they 
were yearlings and that she would have had to 
wait a couple of years before they were old 
enough to ride she relaxed and enjoyed the sale 
again. 

When Auctioneer Bond was on the point of 
knocking down a bay filly by Pairbypair—Society 
Blaze for $425, Announcer Leach discovered he 
had failed to state that the filly was a cribber. 
The $425 bidder withdrew his bid, so did the man 
who had bid $400. So the filly was started again, 
went up rapidly to $450, and was sold to Fred Van 
Ness, of Chicago. 

J. North Fletcher, of Warrenton, Va., with Mrs. 
Fletcher, arrived at the sales ring for the first 
time on Monday, October 19. Usually interested 
in hunters, this year he came ready to buy racing 
stock instead. He reported that the hunter mar- 
ket was “all gone,’’ so he was getting in the rac- 
ing business. He bought a few of the better of- 
ferings. 

Ten head bought by Lexington’s John Muth 
were for the account of J. G. Elder, of Chica- 
mauga, Ga. 

The buying for Grant Thorn, Maryland manu- 
facturer and seller of road builders’ supplies and 
other things, was done by C. P. Winfrey, who had 
accumulated 15 yearlings—10 colts and five fil- 
lies—through Monday night. These were in ad- 
dition to five head bought at Saratoga for Mr. 
Thorn. Mr. Winfrey is a brother of Mr. Thorn’s 
trainer, Carey Winfrey. 

The Wise Counsellor—Racing Colors filly, which 
topped the Thursday night sale at $1,600, was 
bought by the young trainer Charles Sanborn for 
the account of D. Ferguson, of Detroit. 

During the sales of breeding stock, the first 
three nights, the crowds were comparatively 
small but the beginning of the yearling auctions 
on Thursday, October 15, saw most of the seats 
taken. Among the new buyers who showed up 
for the yearling sales were G. Ray Bryson, A. G. 
Robertson, Ross O. Higdon (representing Herbert 
M. Woolf's Woolford Farms), C. P. Winfrey (for 
Grant Thorn), Albert Sabath with Trainer Au- 
gustus Swenke, and Mrs. Ethel V. Mars with 
Trainer Roy Waldron. Mrs. Mars bid on several 
yearlings, and added two to the Milky Way ros- 
ter, a Halcyon filly from the Almahurst Farm 
—— and a Maedic colt offered by Thomas 

iatt.
